Vienna, November, 1S81.

To the Court Preacher Stoecker:
Siu li I am correctly informed, vnur

physician once advised you to take plenty of
exercise, and since then you have been al-
most constantly employed in
movements. ThU matter really concerns me
very little, for, thank God, Austria has not
yei auvanced so lar on the path of intelli
geuee auu reunemeni as to possess a

Judenhelze," such as the cultivated city
of Berlin can boast of. But still I should
like to call the attention of your reverence
to certain grave errors which have
crept into yonr seech recently delivered in
the German Parliament. You said in that
address: "Behind me stand the millions."
You are mistaken: the millions stand behind
me, and if you doubt this you are reepect- -
.li.ij luiiioi in vino, my couuiingnonse,wnere
ample proofs shall be given you. You con-
tend that "the Jewish usurers have ruined
all classes of people." Now, pray tell me,
my dear court preacher, who goes to tbe
Jewish usurer? Is it not those whose credit
is exhausted' And if their fellow-me- n will
not trust them any longer are they not al-

ready ruined before they seek their last re-
sort the Jewish usurer? This is only an-
other of many cases where the Jew is made
the scapegoat for the offenses of his
neighbors. You say further that the
Jews, out of all proportion to their
numbers, assisted by talent and
capital, exercise a mighty influence in the
community. I am really surprised that this
should surprise you. As if talent had not,
from time immemorial, held the sceptre.
Would you rather that this world should be
ruled liy fools than by wise men? And as far
as the disproportion of our numbers is con-
cerned we Jews cannot help but feel highly
flattered if we possess more talent than our
Gentile countrymen. And as for our power
as capitalists, this is the result of our busi
ness genius anil our eceuomy. Why do not
the Christians imitate us? Do we hinder
them from earning money or from saving it?
"The Jews should be luoie modest," you say.
It is true that modesty is a most desirable
vinue, suiieu aiiKe 10 Jew anu lien-til- e,

but as Goethe has it. "Only
scoundrels are modest." Now, among the
jews mere are so tew scoundrels, and
then really it is much easier for a court
preacher to be modest than for a Jew. If a
court preacher displays that commendable
virtue, his tiock will bow before him and ex-
claim: "So mighty and yet bo modest." Let
a Jew be modest and he is kicked and
spurned, and the mob say: "Served him
right." You aver that the Jew in Lessing's
Saltan is no Jew at all, but a Christiau.
With the same right I might say the court
preacher, Stoecker, is no Christian, but an
apostate Jew, who has banded himself with
some b&ibarous relics of the middle ages to
pn sectite a miserable agitation.
But 1 will not sav ihis, ts I would not desire
to so grossly insult my
Your friend, Bache.m, is of the opinion
that the people are backing him.
I will admit that there is a people in
his wake, but as a German phil-
osopher once said: "There are enough
wretches iu the world to back aiiv b'J
cause."

At Aberdeen, Miss. A Jfegro Accom-
plice Telia How the Foul Deed was

Done A Murderer

Suicides in Jail Wife-- M order iind Su-
icideSentenced to be Hanged

Found Guilty of Harder.

Aberdeen, Mrss., December 13. The mur-
derer of tbe Walker brothers is still at
large. The negro under arrest has, after
severe torture, told the story of the horrible
scene. The negro was passing along the
highway, and was attracted by a camp fire
some distance from the road. One man was
there awake by the fire, whi'e the other
three boys were asleep on a bed spread out
before it. This man beckoned to the neero
to come there, and disclosed to him his
deadly purpose, saying to the negro that
there was money iu it, and promised to give
him $200 for his aid in the execution of
the blackest of deeds. The negro describes
the procedure the younger brother was
asleep in the middle. The first killed was
the youngest, who received two blows on the
head with the ax; the next in age was the
second victim. By this time the oldest
brother had opened his eyes and raised his
head, when the monster struck him one blow
on the head that killed him instantly.
They then covered the bodies with blankets,
and after rifling their pockets of a watch
and sixty dollars, the man handed the negro
the ax, telling him to throw it out of sight,
then mounted a mule, and has not been seen
since.

A Murderer Commits Suicide in Jail.

J. Phillips, the drover, in Sauitac
county, as telegraphed yesterday, died this
morning in jail from the efiects of laudanum
taken early Monday morning. He was in-
formed by his physician that he could not
possibly live, and was asked if he had any-
thing to say.

Telegrams had passed between Phillips
and Dixon, which the prosecution were un-
able to get at present, but it is thou-- ht they
will be conclusive of his guilt.
